1, It is reported that 4.000 - 5*000 ftusaian troops were stationed in 
the i: FXiegerhorst n of Brandis Airfield, emii-nned with tanks, record 
naisaance cars, and trucks. About 4*000 of these troops w ere ex- 
po c tod to leave with their vehicles about 6-7 April 194&. 

Following this up, the observations below -were made between 5 and 
$ April 1943* 

a* The requisitioned houses in Brandis have been returned to the 
population* 

b* Although the n Flie gerbcrst* itself is very well guarded, only 
tv» guards have boon seen on the airfield. 

c* The airfield revealed a large number of tank tracks vjith an 
approximate width between track centers (srurweite) of 2 n to 
2,20 h, 

d» During the night of 6/7 April 1943, a troop movement did in
